On  emerging  from  the  cars  at  tbe  9th 
aud  Green  St.  station,  at  noon  Saturday, 
almost  the  first  person  noticed  was  onr  wor- 
thy friend,  Chaplain  Hlbben,  appearing  li 
tbe  best  of  health  and  spirits;  and  a  right 
hearty  welcome  we  received. 

In  half  an  hour  we  were  In  tbe  comfort- 
able quarters  of  tbe  chaplain  In  the  Naval 
Asylum.  Tbe  remainder  of  the  day  was 
passed  In  an  Inepection  of  this  Institution. 

The  U.  S.  Government  certainly  appreci- 
ates the  valuable  services  rendered  by 
those  who  are  now  beneflolaries  here,  In 
tliolr  efforts  to  make  their  few  remaining 
dnys  on  earth  so  comfortable. 

The  venerable  men  who  have  "borne  the 
heat  and  burden  of  the  day"  seem  to  thor- 
ongbly  enjoy  their  quarters,  and  I  took 
great  pleasure  In  visiting  from 
room.  Tbe  politeness,  courtesy  and  gener- 
al Intelligence  of  all  was  especially  notice- 
able.

Hlbben  Insisted,  so  I  endeavored  to  speak 
to  the  men  In  my  bumble  way.  I  found 
my  words  coming  buck  Into  my  month 
with  a  dlstlnot  echo  which  was  very  annoy 
lng.  Tbe  Chapel  Is  a  perfect  whispering 
gallery.  I  stood  In  one  corner  facing  the 
wall,  and  In  a  low  tone  oonvei 
my  wife  In  the  opposite  oorner  who  also 
facod  the  wall— a  dlstanoe  of  SO  feet 
tbe  afternoon  we  attended  John  Wana- 
maker's  Sunday  School  known  as  the  Beth- 
any School.  The  number  present  was  8042. 
Tbe  perfection  of  tbe  system  and  the  ease 
wltb  which  It  was  carried  out  was  truly 
wonderful.  The  singing  especially  was  In- 
spiring. Supt  Wanamaker  was  himself  at 
the  helm  where  he  has  presided  for  85  years. 
The  school  Is  a  remarkable  Illustration  of 
what  one  man  can  do  who  bends  all  his  en- 
ergies to  the  accomplishment  of  an  object 
In  spite  of  determined  opposition. 

In  tbe  evonlng  I  listened  to  the  farewell 
disoourso  of  the  eloquent  and  powerful 
preacher,  Dr.  O.  H.  Tiffany,  at  the  Arch  St 
M.  E.  Church,  from  the  text,  "Lot  no  man- 
deceive  you  with  vain  words." 

The  spaelousand  elegant  andltorlnm  was 
packed  to  It*  fullest  capacity,  the  andience 
nnm boring  twelve  hundred.

The  Other  Side. 

Mr.  Editor: 

As  the  Herald  Is  not  conducted  on  the 
principle  of  a  prayer  meeting  with  tbe 
pleadings  all  on  one  side,  an  opinion  on  the 
llqnor  qneatlon  from  the  other  side  of  the 
house  may  prove  of  some  Interest.  Mr. 
Seaver  has  made  the  very  best  argument 
that  can  be  made  in  favor  of  total  abstl- 
It  Is  an  appeal  to  tbe  best  attrihnto 
of  the  race,  and  tbe  one  the  most  distinctive 
from  the  brutes  ;  namely,  nnsclflshness. 
Bnt  he  asks  too  much.  He  must  be  perfect- 
ly aware  that  there  Is  an  undeniable  pleas- 
ure in  drinking,  or  the  habit  would  not  be 
so  common;  that  liquor  is  an  Invaluable 
component  of  the  materia  medicia;  and  that 
nine  tenths  of  the  men  who  drink  are  hon- 
est and  honorable,  and  wili  compare  favor- 
ably with  temperance  men  In  regard  to  all 
noble  qualities.  These  men  are  asked  to 
give  np  their  pleasure,  aud  by  an  almost 
superhuman  act  of  self  denial  wrench  them- 
selves from  the  heredity  of  centuries,  for 
no  great  advantage  to  themselves  hnt  for 
tbe  purpose  of  aiding  the  weak  and  vile 
ight  with  equal  propriety  ask  every 
to  bolt  bis  stable  door  and  to  keep 
constant  watch  and  ward  over  every  article 
In  bis  possession  in  order  not  to  tempt  01 
lndnce  to  theft. 

He  akks  for  the  pnnishment  of  a  good 
part  of  the  state  becanse  a  comparative  fen 
nough  when  nnder  the  Influence 
of  llqnor  to  beat  their  wives  or  commit  oth- 
crimes  redressable  hy  law  already  pro- 
vided. 

Without  prejudice,  I  think  that  the 
amount  of  crimes  directly  traceahlc  to  In- 
toxicating Hqnors  Is  greatly  over  estimated. 
There  are  exceptions,  but  as  a  rule  the  man 
who  will  steal  when  drnnk  will  do  the  same 
when  sober  and  with  much  greater  security 
to  himself. 
Here  Is  an  aspect  of  liqnor  which  has 
aver  been  shown— tbe  material  aid  tbat  it 
has  been  to  theofficersoftbelawin  detecting 
criminals.  Every  one  knows  the  old  axiom 
"In  vino  Veritas;"  and  I  have  no  douht 
that  mnch  important  Information  has  been 
told,  under  the  Influence  of  wines,  tbat  bas 
proved  rather  unfortunate  to  tbe  tellor.  It 
may  also  be  true  tbat  many  low  drunken 
thieves  whose  thefts  amonnt  to  little,  might 
have  become  cool  operators,  legalised  rob- 
bers filching  thousands  of  dollars  at  a  grasp, 
had  it  not  boen  for  tbe  stupefying  effects  of 
Intoxicating  liquors  npor  Mieir  nmbltlon. 

It  Is  too  mneh  for  any  mtr.  J^to  assert 
tbat  liqnor  makes  any  great  percentage  of 
rascals;  the  villain  Is  there  and  rum  mere- 
ly makes  blm  regardless  of  consequences. 

Although  rum  Is  the  great  ennse  of  crime 
In  tbe  same  degree  as  is  the  match  in  too 
hands  of  an  Incendiary,  yet  tbe  balance  of 
pleasure  and  misery  most  be  settled  before 
a  decision  can  be  rendered  in  regard  to  the 
advisability  of  iu  abolition. 

There  seems  to  be  no  question  whether 
Incendiary  shouldibe  soundly  punished  or 
luclfer  matches  abolished;  hut  In 
the  parallel  esse  of  liquor  the  situation  ap- 
pears to  be  more  complex.  Tbe  slight 
punishment  of  the  abuse  of  liquor  is  donbt- 
lees  one  graat  reason  why  It  flourishes. 

Why  not,  for  a  change,  Instead  of  this 
continual  persecution  of  the  dealer  and 
user,  give  the  abuser  himself  a  dose  of  chas- 
tisement that  will  be  as  mnch  for  bis  bene  - 
lit   as  for  that  of  the  community. 

Tbe  truth  of  the  cry  tbat  liquor  Is  the 
great  cause  of  poverty  and  pauperism  I 
will  not  allow.  The  enormous  price  of 
llqnor,  caused  hy  taxation  and  practical 
monopoly  wherehy  a  day's  work's  worth  of 
mm  costs  one  hundred  and  twenty-lix  dol 
lars,  Is  the  graat  and  unavoidable  cause. 

I  for  one  tblnk  it  an  iufamous  hlunder 
to  step  In  frontof  the  hereditary  custom 
thousand*  of  years  with  the  legislation  and 
moral  opprobrium  which  make  It  possible 
for  liquid  poison  manufactured  from  co- 
logne spirits  at  a  cost  often  cents  per  gallon, 
to  be  sold  by  the  drink  for  six  dollars  and 
thirty  cants,  sixty  three  day's  work  for  one! 

I  thoroughly  agree  with  Messrs.  Seaver 
and  Causey  tbat  something  shonld  be  done 
and  done  quickly;  the  preseut  slate  of 
things  ie  a  fatal  and  Incessant  strain  npon 
the  resources  of  the  common  people.  It  Is 
no  nse,  however,  to  beat  one's  brains  ont 
against  a  stone  wall,  as  Faxon  has  done 
for  years. 

They  say  that  tha  best  way  to  pnt  out  a 
fire  Is  to  stop  the  supply  of  fuel;  and  acting 
on  this  suggestion  the  temperance  people 
whenever  the  honse  catches  fire  alwsys 
tackle  on  to  It  and  try  to  lng  It  off;  In  oth- 
er words,  tbey  have  used  the  most  rldlen- 
lons  methods. 

Engrailing  the  old  monarohial,  aristo- 
cratic and  English  system  of  stamp  duties, 
against  wbieb  our  fathers  rebelled,  upon 
this  Repnblio,  Is  sure  to  bring  the  state  ot 
pauperism  always  resulting  when  an  espec- 
ial class  is  heavily  taxed  for  the  benefit  o 
auother.  JVe  are  a  long  way  toward  It 
now ;  sixty  thousand  people  aro  receiving 
aid  from  public  moueys  In  this  stale  alone. 

Let  any  man  stop  and  tbink  a  moment 
and  he  cannot  help  seeing  the  evils  atlen 
dant  upon  this  partnership  of  th«  genera 
government  with  the  rum  seller. 

I  give  the  temperance  men  credit  for  sin- 
cerity la  wishing  to  assist  the  weak  and 
rescne  tbe  fallen:  let  them  at  once  atlempt 
to  break  np  tbe  cunnlug  and  unholy  alli- 
ance betwixt  the  liquor  dealers  and  the 
national  beneficiary-  Hahtwick.

Not  mnny  years  ago  the  world 
inclined  to  be  n  little  skeptical  as  to  tbe 
futurcof  the  bicycle.  Aftermany  strug- 
gles bicycling  has,  however,  fongbt  its 
way  to  n  frout  rank  among  tbe  amuse 
ments  of  the  day.  Ample  proof  of  this 
is  furnished  by  the  collection  ol  bicycles 
and  tricycles  to  be  seen  at  tbe  exhibition 
of  the  Stanley  Bicycle  Club,  now  being 
held  at  tbe  Albert  B£!i.  Here  are 
"machine"  of  mauy  patterns,  by  many

Ttte  Soldiers'  Homo 
Fifteen  thousnnd  voters  hnvo  peti- 
tioned tho  Legislature  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  815,000  to  aid  in  caring  for  the 
needy  nnddcsiituto  uow  residing  under 
tho  roof  of  thn  Soldiers'  Home  in  Choi- 
sea,  and  on  Wednesday  but  the  milita- 
ry committee  of  tho  Legislature  visiied 
tbe  homo  and  inspected  its  co  nditions 
From  the  report  of  Dcpartuicut  Chap- 
lnin  John  V/.  Leo  to  tho  annual  en- 
campment,   the  following  interesting 
abstract  is  mado  for  tho  benefit  of  sol- 
diers  and  their  friends:    The  homo 
is  now  in  perfect   shape,  after  making 
all  the  nceessnry  nlteratioos  and  rc- 
the  property  lor  tho  proper 
nccommodatiou  of  those  who  arc  ready 
nvnil  themselves  of  its 
as  stenm  heating,  wa- 
ter supply,  hospital  aceomniodntious,  a 
chnngo  of  bedsteads  from  wood  to  irou, 
tbe  putting  on  of  double  windows  nnd 
making  it  fit  and  couvoniont  for  occn- 
paacy,  and  converting  it  into  a  homo 
such  its  nny  soldier  might  bo  proud  of. 
The  trustees  folt  obligod,  on-ing  to  the 
limited  amount  of  money  nt  their  dis- 
posal, to  fix  the  number  of  po  niaucut 
benoficinrics  duriug  tho  pitst  witner  ut 
100  mon.  There  havebcen  admitted  lo 
tho  homo  liucc  its  openiug,  July  25, 
1882,  151  comrades,  51  of  whom  have 
been  received  direct  from  the  city  and 
town    poor  houses;  110   vvcro  native 
born;  41  of  foreign  birth  ;  189  served 
in  the  army  aud    12  iu   tbe  nnvy. 
Several  of  the  iamates  arc  ovor  TOycars 
of  ngc,  while  the  average  nge  of  those 
who  bave  been  received  is  55  years. 
There  arc  at  present  95  inmates  at,ilie 
home.  Twenty-three  of  the  number  are 
sick  in  tbe  hospital,  and  need  the  con- 
stnut  attention  of  a  physicinn  and  nurso. 
Thirteen  hnvo  died,  and  U,n  hnvc  been 
buried  from  the  homo  since  its  opening. 
This  may  seem  to  you  to   ho  a  largo 
iber,  and  so  it  is.    But  when  wo 
consider  that  a  large  proportion  of  these 
mco  came  from  tbo  poor  house  and  were

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ipoo  them,  some  of  tltcm  eveu  dyiug, 
ve  cease  to  wonder.  Of  thoso  who 
hnvc  died,  Patrick  Ducy  came  front  the 
poor  farm  at  Raiusford  island,  William 
Sanborn  from  Lynn.  He  died  iu 
pence,  and  about  the  last  words  ho 
9pokc,  as  he  placed  his  hand  in  thnt  of 
matron,  were:  "This  is  indeed 
heaven."  Bariuh  Williams,  from  the 
New  Bedford  poor  house,  says :  "I  i 
and  uot  ashamed  to  look 
the  faca  ot  my  fellows.  I  am  iu 
soldiers'  home  now  and  uot  iu  it  pot 
house."  Daniel  Frcdericton,  no  < 
lor,  71  years  old,  with  no  rclali 
any  one  to  cure  for  him,  who  cai 
from  an  almshouse  to  the  home,  often 
exclaimed:  "W lint  a  beautiful  place 
What  u  home !"  From  others  whe 
have  died  came  expressions  of  grntr 
tode  for  the  muay  comforts  aud  bless- 
ings they  had  received  there, 
havo  been  discharged  from  the  home 
for  drunkenuess  aud  disobedicuce  of 
orders  ;  so  that  tho  trustees  arc  detci 
mined  thnt  aoae  but  true  men  and  sol- 
diers enn  receive  shelter  in  the  home 
t.  The  method  adopted  by 
for  ndmissiou  to  the  home, 
ind  to  guard  ngainst  the  imposition  of 
tho  unworthy,  is  this  :  Every  applicaut 
must  he  recommended  by  snmc  one  of 
the  trustees,  and  tbe  applications  must 
tho  codorscmout  of  the  hoard  ol 
nldcrmcn  of  tho  city  or  selectmen  of  the 
well  us  tho  officers  of  tho  post 
of  the  Grand  Army,  if  there  be  one. 
The  npplicant  is  then  examined  by  the 
surgeon  and  She  committee  on  npplica- 
ud  the  trustees  have  rcitsoo  to 
congratulate  themselves  that  so  lew  of 
those  admitted  havo  proven  unworthy, 
Tbo  inmates  of  the  home  areuuiforracd 
the  infuntry  pants,  blous-  nud 
cop,  aad  arc  provided  with  everything 
make  them  comlortable  and  hnppy, 
en  lo  the  soldier's  greatest  luxury, 
pipes  aud  tobacco.  To  ovcry  man  is 
issued  every  moruiug  u  clean  towel, 
and  he  is  expected  10  tnke  a  batb 
oucon  week.  Kacb  iomnio  has  a  bed 
to  himself,  with  spriues  and  hair  mnt- 
tress  upon  it,  with

each  dtiy  of  tho  week.  The  home  ia 
open  lo  visitors  daily,  except  Sundays, 
and  all  interested,  who  nrc  desirous  of 
seeing  the  home,  will  be  cordinlly  wcl- 
1  posts  of  the  Ornud 
Army  have  visiied  the  httine  iu  if  body 
nnd  taken  with  them  musical  nud  liter- 
ary lulcnt  to  cheer  up  tho  innmies,  for 
hich  Ihoy  nrc  very  grateful.  Tho 
Ladie*'  Aid  Society  litis  been  of  great 
bcucilt  to  the  home,  having  furnished 
many  needed  supplies  besides  luxuries 
tho  sick.  It  holdw  monthly  inect- 
iags  ut  the  home,  and  hns  n  citmrnit- 
hicli  visits  the  home  weekly  nud 
arranges  for  Sunday  services,  and  pro- 
vides many  articles  of  luxury  and  com- 
the  iumntes  of  the  hospital. 
Religious  services  have  been  held  in  the 
homo  nt  least  once  otich  Snnday  since 
its  opcuiug.  The  physical  condition 
of  the  inmates  is  so  bud  that  low  of 
them  nre  able  la  perform  nuy  manual 
Iudcod,  nt  time*  aiuco  winter 
it  hits  been  dilllcult  to  find  thoso 
ii  Id  attend  tn  the  iincesBiiry  labor 
urnund  tho  premi»es.  Of  (ho  .'32  now 
the  home,  quite  ouo-thiid  nre  Hiiller- 
lug  from  purulysis  iu  foine  form,  nud 
experience  aliowk  that,  it*  the  home 
coutimuis  the  tnon  udmtUod  will  he  leas 
ithlo  to  euro  lor  themselves,  uml  will  ho 
more  lu  need  of  a«*i«tiuico  ln,m  others. 
Some  objection*  havii  liemi  made  n»  tp 
he  location  of  tho  liomn  un  ni: count  of 
Iti  exposed  position,  but  the  experi- 
t<  nte  nl  tho  pakt  wiutur  show*  that 
hurtling  ronaidorulily  lea*  ihnu  ouu  ton 
ol  conl  par  day,  and  with  an  uvcrago 
uf  about  fire  pound*  ol  »icmri,  the  diffi- 


eulty  has  been  to  keep  tho  bnilding  cool 
enough  for  comfort  oven  wbon  tho  mer- 
cury outside  was  nt  zero.  Tho  expense 
ol  ranniug  the  borne,  iacludiog  salaries 
and  necessary  cxponscs,  amounts  to 
83.30  per  man  per  week,  or  8176.60 
per  year. 

Tho  report  concludes  with  a  state- 
ment that  the  trustees  bave  now  on 
bnnd  less  than  824,000,  and  are  using 
up  tho  principal  daily  to  support  tltc 
borne. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  even  if  the 
Lcgislnture  grants  the  sum  asked  by 
the  trustees  it  will  support  less  than 
150  mco  for  a  year.  But  they  hope 
that  the  wealthy  citizens  of  the  Stale 
will  take  tho  matter  ioto  coosidorutioo 
aod  civo  of  their  abuadnocc  to  tak< 
care  of  these  men  who,  ia  the  prime  of 
their  manhood,  offered  themselves  ns 
soldiers  to  protect  tho  honor  of  the 
State  of  their  birth  or  adoption.  If 
one  hundred  moo  in  Massachusetts  or 
more,  would  follow  the  exnniplc  of  Mr. 
George  Draper  of  Milford,  nud  give 
yearly  the  sum  of  8100,  it  would  endow 
the  home  with  nlmost  enough  to  support 
it.  Dnontions  of  small  sums  hnve 
been  received  thankfully,  nud  more 
would  be  cordinlly  appreciated.  Tito 
trustees  believe  if  those  blessed  with 
nbnndnnce,  who  in  their  old  ngc  cost 
about  them  for  benevolent  objects  upon 
wbicb  to  bestow  by  will  a  donntion, 
would  look  to  Powder  Horn  Hill,  in 
Chelsea,  or,  better  still,  would  visit 
it,  nnd  see  there  the  happiness  nnd  con- 
tentment of  the  old  veterans,  they 
wonld  close  their  eyes  in  pcaco  on  this 
enrtb  if  iu  their  dyiug  hours  they 
could  feel  that  they  had  been  instru- 
mental ia  blessing  the  later  years  ol 
the  aged  nod|deorcpit  ssldicr  or  sailor 
who  did  loyal  service  to  his  country 
nnd  its  fing.  Tho  trustees  look  with 
hope  to  the  favorable  action  of  tbe 
Legislature,  who  are  the  representa- 
tives of  a  grent  people  who  never 
turn  a  dcul  ear  to  nuy  deserving 
charity,  and  who  by  their  petitions  ev- 
er pray  that  the  cry  for  help  from 
the  nations'  defenders  may  always 
hear  a  rospoasive  answer,  and  in  such 
n  manner  as  to  ensure  certain  and 
speedy  relief. 

The  following  arc  some  of  the 
lnrgcr  donations  received  by  the  treas- 
urer from  those  outside  of  tho  Grand 
Army  posts  of  the  State :  Captain 
Thomas  of  Boston,  810,000;  Hon.  J. 
Worreo  Merrill  of  Cambridge,  81000  ;

Arthur  W.  Blake  of  Boston,  8100; 
a  bequest  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Severs 
Boston  of  83000  will  soon  revert  to 
tho  trustees.  Tbe  Grand  Array  nr 
interested  fully  in  the  success  of  tin 
home.  Thursday  evening  last  Post 
90  of  Dnuvcrs  visited  the  home,  aud, 
after  inspecting  it,  left  8100  with  the 
superintendent  to  be  devoted  to  the 
fund.  At  prcseut  the  treasurer  has 
less  tbau  820,000  in  bis  bands,  aud 
the  expeuse  is  constantly  eating  it  up. 

(He  Bull 

It  is  utmost  impossible  to  write  a 
notice  of  the  Memoir  of  Ole  Bull  by 
bis  wife.  Tho  bonk  is  so  full  of  de- 
lightful anecdotes  of  tbe  great  violinist 
himself,  of  the  artists  who  were  his 
friends,  of  the  distinguished  people 
who  delighted  to  honor  him,  so  rich 
in  descriptions  of  Norweginu  lifo  and 
scenery,  nnd  of  artist  life  iu  tbe  Euro- 
penu  cities,  that  ouc  docs  uot  know 
vvhnt  to  choose  umong all  the  pleasnut 
things.  Ole  Bull  wns  born  in  1810, 
was  tbo  oldest  of  ten  children,  seven 
boys  and  three  girls.  Tho  family  was 
musical,  aod  Ole  was  n  prodigy  from 
his  birth,  one  of  tho  most  fuscinaiing 
and  lovable  children  tbnt  ever  lived, 
full  of  imagination,  of  genius  nnd 
swectuess,  yet  stroug  and  merry  nud 
courageous.  The  stories  of  his  first  fid- 
dtos.nnd  bow  ho  got  up  uights  aud  play- 
ed was  whipped  aod  scolded  oil  in  vniu, 
nud  finally,  at  oight  years  of  age,  con- 
quered at)  oppositiou  aod  wns  allowed 
tn  t«ko  his  own  course,  are  charmingly 
told,  Tbe  children,  wbo  all  sang  aud 
played,  spent  their  summers  at  a  beau- 
tiful country  pluce,  where  tho  peasants, 
like  nil  Norwegian  peasants,  believed 
iu  ghosts  and  trolls  aud  other  supornn- 
turul  beings.  One  summer  it  wns  ru- 
mored that  the  Huldors  hnd  come  back 
to  take  possession  ol  the  mountains  ; 
strnugo  stories  of  strnnge  music  heard 
iu  lonely  places  were  told  ;  it  was  not 
thought  safe  to  go  nbrond  alone,  but  at 
last  one  man  braver  than  his  comrades 
lollowcd  the  sound  and  discovered  little 
Ole  with  his  fiddle,  who  hnd  sought  a 
solitary  hiding  pine*  where  ho  could 
live  undisturbed  in  a  world  of  fancy, 
nud  play  the  thougl  ts  and  molodics 
that  crowdod  upon  him.  At  niue  years 
Ole  Bull  played  the  first  violin  in  the 
orcliestrant  Borgcn,  and  knew  by  henrt 
all  the  dreams  of  Holberg  and  Wosscl. 
His  college  life  and  early  inunhond 
were  full  of  ndvcntuie,  of  high  hopes, 
deep  4iacoiirngcments,  the  most  sunny 
merriment  nud  real  hardships ;  but 
he  wns  faithful  to  bis  violin  aod 
to  bis  calling,  aud  he  won  such 
a  success  as  few  njcu  Imve  known. 
Ho  lived  to  bo  70,  nod  every  expres- 
sion of  enthusiasm  known  to  tin- 
mnu  beings  was  lavirhod  upon  him  in 
nil  tho  cities  of  Europe  and  America. 
Ho  wnsndorod.  It  is  exciting  even  now 
to  rend  of  his  popularity  and  the  in- 
tense onthusinsm  thnt  he  excited,  nnd 
wholly  unspoiled  by  ft  all.  As 
nno,  ho  wns  still  erect,  beauti- 
ful, with  captivating  mnuners,  nil  the 
charm  and  Are  of  youth,  nnd  without 
oven  ono  touch  of  self-eooecit  or  arro- 
gance. It  had  uocn  good  for  him  in 
body  and  son)  to  havo  the  world  at  his 
Icot,  One  of  the  aniUHing  anecdotes 
told  of  him  and  Malibrau  is,  that  otic 
night  at  tho  opern,  where  she  wits 
siuging,  Ole  stood  ut  tho  side  of  tho 
stage,  with  tbo  tears  ktrcuniiog  dowo 
his  face.  She  caught  sight  ol  him, 
turned  for  just  n  scennd  from  the  au- 
dience, and  utiide  nu  absurd  grimace  at 
hi.n.  The  discovery  of  her  jwrlbctl 
solf-ccitrol  wIiIIohIio  moved  others  so 
ilooply  irrWr-Hi^ijront  disstiptilntment  to  |  A'

The  club  will  be  as- 
sisted by  Miss  Bigelow  of  Boston  an 
excellent  reader,  who  will  favor  the 
audience  with  some  select  pieces. 

That  "general  satisfaction  was  given 
by  the  election  of  a  new  man  in  the 
place  of  Mr.  I.  H.  Hatch,"  mentioned 
in  last  week's  issue,  could  not  have 
been  very  general  for  it  was  very  far 
from  being  unanimous,  as  Mr.  Hatch 
lacked  only  five  or  six  votes  of  an 
election,  and  had  it  been  known  that 
an  effort  to  change  the  board  was  to  be 
made  several  of  Mr.  Hatch's  friends 
who  did  not  attend  the  meeting  would 
have  been  there  and  probably  no 
change  would  have  occurred.  We  arc 
glad  however  that  we  have  in  the  new 
selectman,  Mr.  Judson  Ewell,  a  tem- 
perance man,  it  is  claimed,  who  will 
enforce  the  law.  The  selectman  who 
does  not  enforce  it,  may  count  on  a 
defeat  next  year.  We  have  no  doubt 
that  the  South  Marshfield  voters 
would  be  much  pleased  to  have  the 
town  oecupy  the  large  Agricultural 
Hall  for  town  meetings,  but  thty 
would  be  the  only  parties  pleased  by 
the  removal.  East  Marshfield  has  far 
enough  to  travel  now.  The  only  place 
for  a  town  house  is  in  the  centre  of 
the  town,  where  all  parties  may  be  ac- 
commodated alike,  no  matter  how  far 
removed  from  civilization  the  site  may 
be,  the  farther  any  town  house  is  re- 
moved from  the  village  stores,  the  less 
ruin  will  be  poured  down  the  throats 
at  the.  polls,  and  that  is  a  gain  to  any 
town. 

In  our  grammar  and  primary 
schools  we  have  two  good  examples  of 
what  persistancy  and  perseverence 
will  do.  Both  of  the  teachers  in  these 
schools  were  discharged  from  the  Un- 
ion school  a  few  years  ago  by  our 
school  committee,  but  through  persis- 
1  ency  and  pluck  they  have  struggled 
on  and  worked  their  way  up,  and  now 
they  occupy  as  advanced  schools  as 
any  in  town.  Miss  Anna  Gardner, 
teacher  in  the  grammar  school,  is  a 
strict  disciplinarian.  Some  think  too 
strict,  ws  think  not  however.  In  a 
mixed  school,  of  various  ages,  one 
must  carry  a  steady  and  firm  hand. 
Sli  e  is  well  educated,  a  thorough  stu- 
dent and  is  interested  in  her  work  and 
those  are  the  qualities  that  contribute 
to  the  make  up  of  a  successful  teacher. 
Miss  Mary  Baker,  a  graduate  of  the 
Quincy  Training  School,  is  a  success 
as  a  teacher  in  our  primary  school. 
She  is  very  much  liked  by  parents  and 
scholars  and  friends.  One  of  the  little 
ones  was  asked  by  sombody  how  she 
liked  her  teacher,  "Oh,"  she  said,  "I 
think  shejis  perfectly  lovely."  We  are 
glad  to  see  perseverance  rewarded 
with  success.  Miss  Baker  was  put  in 
as  a  substitute  to  fill  Miss  Fanny 
Oakman's  place  during  her  sickness 
the  last  terra,  and  as  the  term  is  about 
expiring,  Miss  Oakman  (a  good  teach- 
er) will,  it  is  supposed,  return,  but  the 
committee  should  endeavor  to  secur 
the  services  of  this  valuable  teacher  i 
some  other  portion  of  the  town  at 
once. 


way  of  improvement  to  the  south 
part  of  the  town,  is  now  taking  steps 
to  form  a  town  or  village  improvement 
society.

Rebellion— What  Is  it? 

Previous  to  1*51,  the  word  rebel  wl 
the  people  of  this  connlry  was  synonymous 
of  something  good,  something  uoble,  »l 
palriotie.  Perhipt  there  Is  no  people  1 
earlb  who  hare  expressed  so  much  sym- 
pathy, and  furnished  so  much  material  aid 
for  the  rebellious  suhjecls  of  other 
tries,  as  hare  those  of  tho  United 
The  Greeks  In  their  struggle  against  the 
Turks,  the  Hungarians  against  the  tyrant 
of  Austria,  the  Pol™  against  the  Autocrat 
of  Russia,  hare  all  in  their  turn  received 
the  warmest  sympathy  aud  assistance  from 
bolh  people  and  government  of  this  conn- 
try.  This  la  all  right,  and  wns  to  be 
expected  from  a  people  who  sprang  from 
a  rebellion  themselves.  Bnt  since  our 
own  great  Civil  war  the  word  rebel  has  as- 
sumed a  far  difl.  n  nt  character.  It  has  be 
come  awclated  with  everything  thnt  is 
wicked  nnd  unjust.  Wehster  defines 
the  word  rebel  as  one  who  resists  lawful 
authority.  There  Is  not  a  free  connlry  on 
earth  that  did  not  becomo  so  thrungh  n  re- 
bellion. The  greatest  and  best  men  that 
the  world  has  ever  produced  have  been 

Washington,  Jeflcrsou,  Adams,  Han  cock 
and  hosls  of  olhers  of  revolutionary  f»me 
have  all  been  rebels  In  their  day,  as  has 
Kossnthand  Garibaldi.  We  fall  t 
wherein  Jeff  Davis  aud  his  associates 
nnv  more  of  a  rebel  than  were  those 
abovs  mentioned,  so  far  as  resisting  law- 
ful authority  Is  concerned.  I  am  well 
aware  that  many  will  say  thnt  nnder  oui 
form  of  govomment  there  can  be  no  Jnat 
cause  to  rebel.  Bnt  nnless  history  belies 
Itself  It  shows  conclusively  that  a  republi- 
can form  of  government  can  become  as  cor- 
rupt as  any  that  ever  existed.  We  hnve 
seen  this  In  our  own  country.  Whenever 
the  government  nnder  which  I  live  rankes 
it  n  crime  for  me  to  give  to  a  poor  fugitive 
from  bondage  a  crust  of  bread  or  a  drink 
of  cold  water,!  am  ready  to  become  a  rebel, 
not  a  passive  bnt  an  active  one.  We  nover 
felt  more  like  becoming  a  rehel  thnn  when 
we  saw  Anthony  Burns  march  down  State 
street  In  irons,  guarded  by  United  States 
troops.  We  contend  that  Massachusetts 
bad  the  same  right  then,  that  sho  has  to- 
day, to  say  that  she  recognizes  uo  slaves 
[ion  her  territory. 

Wo  look  upon  it  simply  as  a  luck  ofplnck 
on  the  part  of  Gov.  Briggs  that  he  permit- 
ted Bnrns  to  bo  nrrested  and  remanded 
hack  to  bondage  Somocallit  an  act  of 
forbearance  on  the  part  of  the  Common- 
wealth, if  it  was,  it  was  n  caao  where  for- 
bearance ceased  to  bo  a  virtue.  Had  Gov, 
Briggs  returned  the  samo  answer  for  the 
demand  of  Burns  as  the  Governor  of  New 
York  did  for  tho  demand  lor  Mr.  Dana  of 
the  New  York  Stt*,  which  wus  as  follows: 
cannot  have  Mr.  Dana,  provided 
there  la  militia  euough  in  the  State  to  pre- 
vent It,"  I  say  had  Gov.  Briggs  answered 
the  demand  in  this  manner,  poor  Bums 
boeu  returned  to  houdage. 
Whenever  five  or  six  millions  of  people 
love  a  cnuse  well  enough  to  take  their  live 
in  their  hand  and  dght  for  it,  It  Is  useless 
to  question  their  right  to  do  89.  Give  ns  a 
and  a  motive  and  we  are  ready  to  be- 
come rebels,  or  at  leastonght  to  be.  Our 
southern  rebels,  as  wo  term  them,  would 
hnvo  never  taken  up  arms  had  they  not 
thongbt  to  better  tiicir  condition  hy  so  do- 
ing. What  others  thought  about  it  could 
have  nothing  to  do  with  It.  Durlug  the 
of  18I2  the  New  England  states  enme 
ear  rebelling  as  to  call  a  convention  for 
,  purpose.  This  couventlon  met  at 
Hartford.  Gen.  Audrew  Jackson,  who 
then  commanded  the  Southern  division  of 
the  nnny,  mnde  use  of  (he  following  lan- 
guage: "Had  I  commanded  the  Northern 
division  of  the  nrmy  I  wonid  have  hung  ov- 
embcr  of  lh«  Hnrtford  convention  If 
it  had  been  the  last  act  of  my  life."  We 
hnve  passed  through  one  rebellion  and  suc- 
ceeded In  suviug  the  country  entire. 
Whether  wo  shall  be  as  successful  in  the 
future,  or  who  or  what  section  will  bo  tho 
rebel  remains  to  be  seen.  It  can 
scarcely  be  oxjiecWd  the  Unlled  States, 
many  of  them  larger  in  territory  and  some 
of  them  in  population,  than  half  of  the 
kingdoms  of  Europe,  each  sovereign  In  It 
self  and  baring  such  a  diversity  of  interest 
and  of  climate,  can  forover  remnin  in  ono 
confederation.  Wheuever  It  becomes  man- 
ifested that  tho  Interest  of  any  one  section 
requires  Its  separation  from  the  Union,  no 
const  itutlouni  law,  no  previous  contract  or 
obligation  will  deter  them  from  making  the 
attempt  to  do  so. 

This  being  the  case,  it  becomes  the  im- 
perative duty  of  our  national  legislators  to 
It  thnt.no  laws  he  enacted  In  favor  of 
one  eecllou  of  the  country  that  shall  prove 
prej udlclal  to  anot her.

Dakota  Letter. 


Mr.  Editor.— 

In  my  last  letter  I  gnve  you  a  general 
accouut  of  tbe  northern  port  of  Dakota.  I 
now  wish  to  give  yon  a  fuller  descrlptii 
of  the  County  of  gtntsman  and  Jnmeatown 
the  County  seat. 

Stutsman  county  Is  situated  in  the  c< 
of  what  Is  generally  known  as  North  Dako- 
ta. It  encloses  a  large  portion  of  tbe  fa- 
mous James  River  Valley,  which  is  oue  of 
the  best  farming  districts  in  this  sactlon  of 
the  country.  Because  of  its  fertility  of  soil, 
porlty  of  water,  healthfullness  of  ollmate, 
beauty  of  country  and  accessibility  to 
market,  it  is  h  1  r  ra  pidly  settled  by  far- 
mers  from  Michigan  and  the  New  England 
States.  In  the  centre  of  this  splendid 
country  at  the  conflux  of  the  James 
Pipestone  rivers  is  Jamestown  tbe  future 
capitol  of  North  Dnkota.  The  surronudlug 
couutry  is  In  itself  sufficient  to  support 
:lty  of  many  thousand  Inhabitants  and  in 
addition  to  this,  the  Northern  Pacifio 
0  id,  which  extends  east  and  west,  tbe 
Jamestown  Northern,  which  opens  a  coou- 
try  to  the  uorthwest  abounding  in  coai 
aud  lumber,  aud  tbe  proposed  extension  of 
tbe  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  St.  Punl  Rail 
road  which  is  now  within  65  miles  of 
Jamestown  on  the  south,  to  connect  with 
the  Northern  Pacific,  gives  us  shipping  ad- 
inUges  which  will  equal  those  of  any  City 
Dakota, 

For  location  our  oity  is  second  to  none. 
It  is  situated  lu  a  valley  surrounded  by 
high  bluffs  and  along  tbe  river  ore  numer- 
ous groves  which  afford  many  natural 
parks.  Tbe  land  on  which  tbe  city  is 
huilt  is  of  shale  rocks  and  gravel, 
thus  affording  perfect  drainage  aud  pre- 
venting all  mnlarlal  diseases. 

Tbe  city  now  oontalns  2,000  inhabitants, 
where  only  one  year  ago  there  were  oniT 
500  or  600. 
Emigration  baa  already  commonced  and 
'111  far  exceed  that  of  last  year.    At  Min- 
neapolis, not  long  since,  flay  car  loads  of 
!migrauts'  household  goods  were  waiting 
;o  bo  transferred  to  tho  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad,  billed  to  this  place.    Reports  aim 
r  to  this  are  continually  comiug  In  from 
parts  of  tbe  country  and  the  prospects 
nre  that  we  shall  soon  have  a  laige  and 
prosperous  city. 

Real  estate  in  tho  city  proper  Is  selling 
very  high,  some  lots  at  $1,300,  while  out  In 
suhurbs  they  enn  be  had  for  $100  snd 
vards.  Tho  advantages  for  education 
all  that  cou'.d  be  wished  for  In  a  place 
of  this  size. 

Tbe  schojl  is  under  the  chorge  of  a  prin- 
cipal, wbo  has  charge  of  one  of  tbe  rooms 
lthe  general  Ml  pcrvlslou  of  iiii  the  depart- 
ments.   U  der  him  nro  five  lady  teachers 
conduct  the  various  divisions  into 
which  the  school  is  graded.     Tbe  total 
umber  of  scholars  enrolled  on  the  registers 
re  !iH6  with  average  attendance  of  226. 
Even  in  boastful  New  England  it  would 
be  hard  to  find  a  better  conducted  school 
:  more  efficient  tenchers. 
Our  city  is  not  without  its  church  organ- 
izations— the  Presbyterian,  Methodist  and 
Catholic  each  have  commodious  church  ed- 
ifices, large  congregations,  resident  pastors 
and  hold  services  regularly.     Tbe  Baptist 
Episcopalians  are  niso  orgauized  aud 
though  they  now  hold  services  In  tbe  school 
n  will  occupy  their  own  places  of  wor- 
ship before  next  fail. 

Manufacturing  industries  are  as  yet  in 
heir  infancy,  bnt  promise  to  become  very 
import  nut.
